WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump was im- 
peached by the U.S. House for a 
historic second time Wednesday, 
charged with “incitement of in- 
surrection” over the deadly mob 
siege of the Capitol . 

With the Capitol secured by 
armed National Guard troops 
inside and out, the House voted 
232-197 to impeach Trump. The 
proceedings moved at lightning 
speed, with lawmakers voting 
just one week after violent pro- 
Trump loyalists stormed the U.S. 
Capitol after the president’s calls 
for them to “fight like hell” against 


the election results.

The Air Force selected Red- 
stone Arsenal in Huntsville, Ala- 
bama, as its “preferred” site fora 
new headquarters for U.S. Space 
Command — but the boosters of 
Offutt Air Force Base’s bid are not 
giving up hope yet. 

Rep. Jeff Fortenberry, whose 
district includes Offutt, called 
the decision “a huge disappoint- 
ment.” 

“Offutt would have been an 
excellent host,’ he said in his 
own statement. “We will exam- 
ine the reasons for this decision 
and potentially launch an ap- 
peal.” 

Redstone was chosen over Of- 
futt as well as current or former 
bases in Colorado Springs, Colo- 
rado; Albuquerque, New Mexico; 
Cape Canaveral, Florida; and San 
Antonio, Texas, though all of the 
other sites were rated as “accept- 
able” alternatives. 

All six sites were rated based on 
factors related to mission, infra- 
structure capacity, community 
support and costs to the Depart- 
ment of Defense, according to an 
Air Force news release. 

Huntsville bills itself as 
“Rocket City.’ Redstone is 
home to several Army missile 
commands as well as NASA’s 
Marshall Space Flight Cen- 
ter. Hundreds of thousands of 
young people have also attended 
a five-day youth space camp in 
Huntsville at the U.S. Space and 
Rocket Center. 

Rep. Don Bacon, a retired Air 
Force brigadier general who now 
represents the Omaha area, said 
insiders told him Offutt offered 
the lowest construction costs but 
lacked the large space-related 
work force in Huntsville. 

“T would love to have had the 
chance to build one, if they lo- 
cated here,” he said. 

The U.S. Space Command was 
established in 1985 and located 
in Colorado Springs, which had 
been a major center for Air Force 
space operations.
